BOARD OF TRADE. 


A special meeting of the board of trade 
was held in the town hall last night, to con- 
sider what arrangements should be made 
for the annual meeting and banquet, and 
other matters. The president, J. A. Mc- 
Dougall, ia the chair. 

The secretary read a letter from Winni- 
peg inviting Edmonton board to send three 
deiegates to the immigration conven‘io to 
be held there on the 27th inst. Consider- 
able discussion took place before delegates 
were nominated. Mr. Kirkpatrick thought 
delegates should be nominated on the 
understanding that they should pay their 
own fares. The presideat was not sure 
whether it would not perhaps be better to 
learn first what rates the C. P. R. were 
going to give delegates, and he thought 
deiegates sent down should be able to re- 
present the whole district. Messrs. Mc- 
Dougall, Gallagher and Lines were elected 
as the delegates, each of those gentlemen 
having said they would go if half ordinary 
fare wes charged. The secretary was 
instruct2d to write the C. P. R. asking for 
free passes for delegates. The secretary 
read a portion of the draft report cf the 
council of the board recommending that 
invitations be sent to agricultural societies 
to send delegates to the annual meeting of the 
board of trade, in order that concerted 
action might be taken for the general good 
of the district. Mr. Gairdner then read 
the draftireport of the counciljof the board 
which is’ to be presented to the annual 
meeting. The report was most exhaustive 
and comprehensive. Considerable discussion 
took place as to the advisability of bringing 
to the notice ot the Dominion government 
the desirability of making a good road to 
Jasper House, so as to enable freignters 
from Edmonton to get to the Barkerville and 
Stanley country. The president thought 
that if the government are going to spend 
money on relief works such money could 
not be better expended than by building a 
road to enable Edmonton merchants to get 
their products to the Caribos country. The 
secretary was instructed to send a telegram 
to Mayor Wilson asking him to bring the 
matter prominently to the notice of the 
Dominion government while he is at Ottawa. 
Mr. Cowie reported that on instructions re- 
ceived from a previous meeting he had 
made inquires as to the feeling in regard to 
a banquet at the annual meeting and found 
the idea was received very favorably, as 
such a banquet was calculated to put vew 
life into the movement of the board of trade 
for the developmert of the district. It 
would also bring together some of the best 
representative men of the country, and pre- 
mote unity of action amongst all sections in 
the desired direction. It was decided on 
the motion of Mr. Blowey, seconded by Mr. 
Gallagher vhat the board of trade holda 
banquet at the annual meeting. Messrs. 
Blowey, Edmiston, Gariepy, Cowie and 
Kinnaird were appointed a commi:tee to 
make the necessary arrangemerts fur the 
banquet. It was decided to invite as guests 
at the banquet, representatives from the 
agrieultural societies and patrons of ind:is- 
try, and president of the creamery company 
and the press, and that tickets for banquet 
be one dollar each. Messrs. McDougall, 
Linee, Cowie and Kirkpatrick were ap- 
pointed a committee io prepare a toast list.

MARKETS. 

At the present time the question of a 
market for the staple grain crop of Ed- 
monton is a serious one, and probably 
the most serious that the farmers of 
the district have to face. Oats are the 
staple crop, and the oat market is so 
dull as to be practically dead. Buyers’ 
warehouses are full and they bave not 
been able as yet to relieve the pressure 
by shipments to outside markets owing 
t> the low prices there and the high 
railway rates between here and there. 
There is still a large quantity of good 
oats in farmers’ hands, besides another 
very large quantity of both oats and 
barley. that cannot be classed as mer- 
chantable but which is fit for home 
feed. While it is fortunate that there 
is plenty of grain in the district, it 1s 
unfortunate that farmers are compelled 
to hold the grain upon which they had 
calculated to realize fair prices and 
which would have enabled them to pay 
off some of their old scores and live 
without running up so many new ones, 
It is unfértunate for the farmers and it 
is even more unfortunate for those who 
depend upon the farmers’ trade for their 
business prosperity. There are many 
reasons why oats have come to be the 
staple crop of the district. The soil 
and climate are peculiarly suited to 
their production in large quantities and 
in great perfection. They are clean 
and easy to handle, and hitherto since 
the drop in wheat, have heen the 
farmer’s best paying crop, at 20c. to Zdc. 


| the railway company. The C. P. R. 


have looked with a favoring eye on the 
rapid settiement of this district in the 
past few years, and “no doubt entertain 
great hopes of its settlement in the 
future. They have gone to some pains 
and expense to promote that settle- 
ment and to assist the settlers. But 
by facilitating by an adequate reduction 
in the rates the export of the not very 
large surplus of the present year, they 
would be doing more to settle the 
country than anything else that they 
have done; and if they allow the 
market to remain in its present congest- 
ed condition much longer they will do 
the cause of settlement of the district 
more harm than all their agencies and 
all their pamphlets can‘yepair in the 
next ten years. Special rates for special 
purposes are not unheard of on the C. 
P. R. and what purpose ceuld be more 
worthy of special encouragement than 
the farming industry in the Edmonton 
district in this year of complete break 
down in prices of their staple crop? 
There is another feature of this 
question that is worthy of attention. 
While there is a surplus of oats and 
barley in the district, there are a great 
many oi the new settlers, particularly 
to the south, who™are short of suitable 
seed owing to their crop having failed. 
Petitions have been sent from these set- 
tlements asking the government for seed 
grain and there is a very little doubt 
that in consideration of the past un- 
favorable sed4son and the fact that 
many of the settlers were very poor and 
only just starting in the countfy, that 
the government will—as it certainly 
should—accede to their request. If 
this is done a great deal of grain will 
be required, and while the interests of 
the people who require seed grain de- 
mand that every care should be taken 
to furnish them only with first class 
clean seed, the interests of their more 


and even 30c. a bushel. But when the} fortunate neighbors demand that when 


price starts at 17c. and crawls gradual- 
ly down to 124c. with lessening de- 
mand, he prosperity of the district re- 
ceives a severe shock, The ready 
answer to the complaint that oats are 
unsaleable is “Feed them to stock.” 
But unfortunately the farmer who hag 
the oats may not have the stock, and 
besides oats are not as good to fatten 
ce ittle or hogs on as wheat or barley. 
The only hope of an outlet for the 
oats in store here is either a rise in 
western prices or a reduction in western 
and local freightrates. There seems to be 
no use in arguing tbat the present rates 
to Calgary, to Kootenay and the Coast 
are higher than they ought to be. The 
railroad company have _ repeatedly 
declared thai they are abnormally low 
considered in connection with all the 
circumstances. Let that pass, and let 
us take the argument that the railway 
company isentitled to charge all that 
the traffic will bear. That is the 
position that all railroad companies 
take where they have a monopoly. 
The farmer must divide his profits with 
the railway company. If that is the 
case when there is a profit to divide, is 
it not fair and reasonable that when 
the markets are so low that the sale of 
grain means a loss the rates should stiil 
be such, and only such, as tae traffic 
wiil bear? That is to say that the rail- 
way company should consider the low 
prices of produce and should reduce 
their rates to such a point as would 
admit of the grain being taken to 
market. The case is exactly the same 
as when there is competition between 
rival roads for certain business. Either 
it must be hauled at alow rate or the 
other road will get it. Unless the 
Kootenay country is supplied with oats 
from the Northwest it will be supplied 
with oats from the state of Washington. 
Unless the C. P. R. hauls oats into the 
Kootenay country, the United States 
roads will. Unless the C. P. PB. puts 
its rates low enough it can’t do the 
business. If Edmonton were a point 
common to the C. P. R. and the 
Northern Pacific (especially if in the 
States) the former company would cut 
tates so as to get the traffic. Then why 
not cut to get the traffic in the present 
case, the only terms upon which it can 
be got? Surely the reason is not be- 
cause Edmonton farmers and business 
gen would make something, as well aa

MANITOBA FLOUR IN 
ENGLAND. 


The following is from an English 
paper: “The direct introduction into 
British markets of the flour made from 
the celebrated Manitoba hard wheats 
will be watched with much interest 
both in this country and in Canada. 
For some time past small consignments 
have, through the agency of the Can- 
adian Pacific Railway company, been 
forwarded regularly to private indivi- 
duals who knew of its excellent quality. 
Now however, the Canadian produce 
and consignment company, of 18 St.

[The following communication was 
handed in for last issue but could not 
appear owing te lack of space:] 

Eprror Butuetin: In your issue of 
Feb. 6th, Mr. 8. S. Taylor speaks for 
the people of Edmonton on chureh 
taxatien and tells the town council 
they have misjudged their duties and 
underestimated the interests of the 
town. It may be doubted whether he 
speaks for the people of Edmonton or 
even a majo ity of them. 

I assume the position thas remis 
sion of taxes is in principle a bonus. 
Point out where uuder our present 
system of municipal taxation that it is 
not so? Itis urged that the churches 
are not revenue producing. So, much 
other town property is not, yst it is 
never urged that it should be exempt- 
ed, rather the reverse. Even property 
not intended to produce a revenue is 
regarded as peculiarly elegible for taxa- 
tion. Except as a poor grant the 
ability of the owner to pay is not con- 
cidered in the taxation of real property. 
Churches ask to be made the sole ex- 
ception, i.e. they ask for a gift, but not 
out of the poor fund. 

The endowment by the government 
of “the Methodist churci as a corpora- 
tion,” with the great block of land in 
this town, on the remainder of which 
said corporation pays $277.00 taxes per 
annum, was a matter between church 
and state, open to reflection and apart. 


Mr. Taylor tells us that it is the un- 
doubted duty ofevery municipality as 
a governing body to do all in its power 
by financial assistance to further, pre- 
serve and foster Christian influences 
and institutions. He then inserts the 
thin edge of the wedge, by asking 
financial assistanve for various churches 
in an amount from $40 to $75 in direct 
propertion to their wealth and inverse 
ratio te their poverty. He insinuates 
that the council should have given 
financial encouragement io the Church 
of England when they built their new 
church, and made “a thank-offering to 
the Roman Catholic church for their 
noble exertions.” He then closes his 
remarkable letter by hinting at infidel- 
ity, vice and the unwisdom of the 
couacil, 

Christ paid tribute, but his followers 
in Edmonton, who profess to render 
unto Ceser the things that are Ceser’s, 
are asking the town for a bonus to the 
extent of their taxes. On Sunday we 
are exhorted to uphold the complete 
separation of church and state, and 
midweek we are instructed that the 
connection between the town of Ed 
monton and the church is so vital that 
each church should be granted the 
amount of its taxes. Weare told that 
direction, regulation and _ sup2rvi- 
sion by the town should accompany 
town grants or the expenditure of town 
money, and then are nonplussed by 
colurins of contrary doctrine. Are we 
led by blind guides? Not but true 
principles are always true. 

I object to one dollar of municipal 
funds being granted to any institution 
without the town council having a 
voice in the control of that institution. 
When the choice of pastor, or priest, 
the size of building, hours of service, 
doctrines, etc., are supervised by the 
town council, the churches will ihen be 
town institutions and entitled to a town 
grant. This principle applies to 
churches, hospitals and Ist of July 
sports. Ifa mill asks exemption from 
taxation let it be subject to conditions 
restrictions and inspection. Ido hope 
that the churches which are spiritual 
agencies under a Master whose King- 
dom is not of this world, will never 
lower themselves by asking a direct or 
indirect town bonus. Let them be 
spiritually free, but as to burdens or 
duties let them rank as other corpora- 
tions. 

The request made is unfair. As a 
non-christian I will object to paying 
extra tax that churches may be exempt. 
As a Presbyterian, Baptist or Jew I 
protest against being thus forced to 
contribute to the Methodist or Catholic 
churches, or to have my municipal taxes 
pooled among my own and other 
churches. While I am invited to hear 
sermons in these churches from the 
text, “The Lord loveth a cheerful 
giver,” asamember of any of these 
denominations I should feel I was 
degrading the cause of Christ by obtain- 
ing funds in sucha way.

separates schools to which Mr. Greenway 
took exception, is now azcepted as a fact, 
but it is regarded as equally certain every 
right which the minority can establish will 
be returned to it.
